Ms. Grein explained the purpose of the hearing is to receive comments on proposeo

amendmentsto Chapter'62i of the Nevada Administrative Code to add a sub-classification to

the B-General Building classification to allow remodeling and improvement_of interior spaces,

including structures w-hich exceed more than three stories in height and buildings with fewer

than three stories that are connected to structures which exceed three stories.

Grpor"ry regulation on March 18, 2d1 5 in accordance with provisions that.are in effect for

administrative iegulations during a legislative session. In order for the Board to consider the

regulation as a permanent regulation, an additional workshop and hearing was necessary.

The proposed regulation has been identified by the Legislative counsel Bureau as R009-15.

A workshop on this matter was held July 9, 2015. There were no comments offered at the

workshop and no written comments have been received.

Ms. Joanna Jacob representing AGC Las Vegas attended the hearing but offered no comment'
